REMARKS 

Claims 1-91 are pending in the present application. The Examiner requires restriction 
between Group I, claims 1-30, drawn to the transmitting of wagering data for a race contest, 
classified in class 700, subclass 91; Group II claims 31-60 and 86-91, drawn to an interactive 
wagering system, classified in class 463, subclass 40; and Group III claims 61-79 and 80-85, 
drawn to a database processing, classified in class 707, subclass 1 . 

Applicants elect Group I, claims 1-30. This election is made without traverse. 

Claims 2-5, 7, 9, 15, 21-22, 25 and 27 have been amended as set forth above and 
hereafter to correct typographical and/or grammatical errors. No new matter is added thereby. 
Claims 92-121 have been added and correspond to a system for performing the method of claims 
1-30. 

In the Action, the Examiner also notes that page 52 is missing from the disclosure.
